Other British Pa- 
cific Fleet units as well as Ameri- 
can cruisers and destroyers were 
in the attacking force.

Then 
some 1,500 American and British 
carrier planes roared in on the 
heart of the war-battered empire.

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Pass the Bretton Woods Agreements 


The senate this week is considering 
legislation ratifying the Bretton Woods 
monetary agreements. 


The legislation passed the house of rep- 
resentatives some weeks ago and has been 
approved by the Senate Banking Commit- 
tee by a vote of 14 to 4. 


The Bretton Woods agreements grew 
out of lengthy discussion and debate in 
which this nation’s leading bankers, econ- 
omists and monetary experts participated. 
They have been analyzed by nonpartisan 
authorities and pronounced fiscally sound. 
Even those most critical of them are agreed 
that they seem the most feasible means 
of promoting international trade and sta- 
bilizing the world’s currencies. 


Only a verv few of the nation’s most 
outspoken isolationists, led by Sen. Robert 
Taft, of Ohio, are on record as opposing 
the Bretton Woods program. Yet these 
few. are unfortunately in a position to de- 


lay ratification and to inject bitter argu- 
ments which will do the cause of interna- 
tional unity no good. 


The Bretton Woods agreements are an 
integral portion of the machinery for keep- 
ing the peace. And, even though we ratify 
the San Francisco charter by an_ over- 
whelming vote next week, we will still 
need to signify our intention of participat- 
ing in international co-operative under- 
takings like the world bank and stabiliza- 
tion fund. 


We do not believe Sen. Taft and his 
followers have the strength to block pas- 
sage of the Bretton Woods: legislation in 
the senate. 


We do hope, however, that, in its haste 
to ratify the charter and join the house in 
recess, the senate does not allow him fur- 
ther to delay action on the agreements. 
As a symbol of solidarity, they are of far 
too great import to be put off any longer. 


There Was No Procrastination Then 


Numerous southern railroads have 
rushed into print with solemn assurances 
that they are willing, yea eager, to abide 
by the recent Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission decision aimed at equalfzing, to 
some extent, discriminatory freight rates. 


As much as they want to put the new 
rates into effect, they declare, “technical 
difficulties” make it impossible to do so 
by Aug. 30, the date the ICC set, and so 
thev must have a time extension until 
April 1, 1946. 

All of which seems, at first glance, a 
valid reservation.

Ellis Arnall, in short, is making good 
his promise of paying the state out of 
debt. There seems no doubt that, barring 
unforeseen emergencies, he will be able to 
pay off the last dime of the state’s indebt- 
edness well before he leaves office. 


The improved financial condition, more- 
over, has been reached in spite of the fact 
that the Arnall administration has in- 
creased appropriations to education by 
nearly seven million dollars a year, that 
public welfare benefits have been upped 
by approximately a million and a half dol- 
lars a year, that prison reform and the new 
parole system have cost hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars extra. 


and again have UPWARD rate adjust- 
ments been made without so much delay 
that the railroad plea for more time to 
solve “technical difficulties” is seen in its 
true light. 


The ICC ruling calls for a simple 10 
per cent reduction in freight rates in the 
south and west. Thus we find it more 
than passingly strange that there should 
be so many more “technical difficulties” 
involved than was the case in 1938 when, 
the railroads having requested and re- 
ceived a general 10 per cent INCREASE, 
they managed to put it in effect almost 
immediately. 


Remain Solvent 


There is no doubt, however, that Geor- 
gia has about reached the limit of govern- 
mental services possible under its present 
tax structure. The state’s income of $63.,- 
193,875.80 exceeded its budget allotments 
of $63,034,149.17 by only $159,726.63 and 
that, as Auditor Thrasher points out, “is 
very close financing.” . 

Thus it is that, as Georgia at long last 
gets its head above water, we are faced 
with the decision of whether we shall re- 
vise our tax structure to meet the growing 
demands of augmented government or 
whether we shall make a hard and fast 
rule that no additional services shall be 
provided, however desirable they may 
seem. 

Certainly, having finally gotten out of 
debt, we shall not again allow expendi- 
tures to exceed revenues. That means 
that candidates in next year’s guberna- 
torial primary must have something more 
to offer than (1) vague economy platforms, 
or (2) visionary building programs. 


The people of Georgia have a: choice 
to make: We cannot continue to expand 
governmental services without expanding 
our tax structure. Those who, for their 
own selfish political interests, would have 
us longer evade the issue, are rendering a 
great disservice to the state.

A Hot Potato — 
At Last Is Picked Up 


There will be a lot of spirited talk in the 
wardrooms of ships and shore stations tonight. 
And thereafter. 


Secretary of the Navy Forrestal, in a modest announcement. 
has begun gingerly to handle one of the sorest subjects in the 
Navy. It was, and is, a shoal upon which the post-war naval 
program might well have run agroufid. 


_ The Secretary has announced a plan whereby naval reservists 
will be given an equal chance at promotion with Annapolis grad- 
uates. - Such a chance does not now exist. Annapolis men have 
done a good job—as good as any other. But no better. Reservists 
have carried the big load, especially in the critical amphibious 
operations, all of which were a development of this war. 


But the big job has been done by the reservists, the youngsters 
who were trained originally in the NROTC units at colleges—such 
as Georgia Tech, for instance. They and others graduated from 
the special schools set up at the outset of the war, have commanded 
and assisted in command of thousands of small ships. 


Meanwhile, the Navy had asked reserve officers to transfer to 
the regular Navy. A few had. But many more good men, proved 
officers, had refused. They refused even though the Navy ap- 
pealed to them. They. refused because they knew from bitter ex- 
perience that they didn’t have an equal chance at promotion with 
Annapolis graduates. 


It probably is the hottest subject in Navy circles. And the plan 
announced by the secretary will be given the closest sort of scru- 


tiny. A hot potato at last has been picked up. 
This is a hot potato not merely in the Navy. but in 


The APA the Army as well. It is worse in the Navy. It is 
not as bad in our Navy as in the English navy. where special orders 
had to be issued as recently as two months ago to break up a caste 
barrier which had. developed between the Royal Navy and the 
Royal Navy Reservists and the Royal Navy Volunteer Reservists. 


Our Naval Reservists, practically barred from promotion be- 
yond a certain rank by no written rule or regulation, describe it 
as “The APA, or the Annapolis Protective Association.” 
reservists, who have been in combat for years and who still have 
been passed over in the handing out of battalion commands, refer 
to the WPPA, or the West Point Protective Association. 


The trouble with any situation such as this is, of course, that 
it cannot be, except in some few instances, proved. It is worse 
some stations than others. It does not exist at all stations or on 
all ships. Just as it is not general in the Army. But it does exist 
too often and in too many places to be laughed off. It is a very 
serious problem and the fact the Navy found it necessary to take 
official recognition of it, is an official admission. 


The secretary of the Navy, by setting up a plan whereby re- 
servists might have the same opportunity for promotion, officially 
admits that as things now exist no reservist, no matter how able an 
officer ‘he may have demonstrated himself to be, had an equal 


chance at promotion. 
Like Aci All I know from personal experience is that it was 
a subject which burned like acid in both the Army 
and Navy reserve circles. At some stations, and these were very 
few, the caste system was so firmly established that wives of re- 
serve officers were not invited to the homes of Annapolis graduates. 
The two. groups divided at the officers’ clubs at these more ex- 
treme stations. 

I remember a very weary reserve officer in France. 

“T had been told I had done a good job,” he said. “I had been 
told I was up for promotion. We were sent to headquarters, I was 
sent. with the others, to talk with the commanding officer. When 
I sat down to talk with him I saw his eyes stray over to my 
hand to see if I had on that right (Annapolis class) ring. I didn’t. 
Another officér who hadn’t even been in on the invasion got the 
ship. I got a few kind words. Up until then I had made up my 
mind to make the Navy my career. After that I knew I couldn't. 
The APA wouldn’t let me.” 

It was a situation which was making impossible the building up 
of the Navy we must and will maintain in peace time. | It was 
something in which by no means all Annapolis or West Point 
men engaged. But, it,did exist in such proportions that good men 
who wanted to stay in the Navy were refusing to do so. The Navy 
now officially admits it. 

The talk in the wardrooms tonight will be, “Does this new plan 
really nullify the APA?”

Reds To Take Over Jap War? 


Sen. Wallace H. White Jr., of Maine, and others who have had 
the courage to demand a definition of “unconditional surrender” as 
it applies to Japan, will, I think, demand in vain. Certainly the 
President’s V-E Day statement that “unconditional surrender does 
not mean the extermination or enslavement of the Japanese people” 
is quite meaningless. 

Historians may some day note that while representatives of the 
United Nations were framing a charter in San Francisco whose 
opening paragraph assures the protection of human rights, an Amer- 
ican President had to assure the world that we are not engaged in 
“extermination” or “enslavement” of defeated enemies. The world 
in which we live is in a great state of ethical confusion, probably 
the worst since western man emerged from the Dark Ages, but it is 
something new for American leaders to give solemn assurances that 
they do not intend to commit crimes. 

Any government wanting peace, will not be encouraged by such 
statements. “Extermination” and “enslavement” are open to many 
interpretations—as the Poles know. So are “free elections.” 

The word “democracy” has also lost its meaning, since it is possi- 
ble to associate it with forms of society in which there is no personal 
or political freedom. 

A nation whose industries can be so strangled that it is impos 
sible to produce peacetime commodities to the capacity of its skills 
and energies, and which is consciously reduced to a subsistence level 
can, and will, consider itself “enslaved.” Hunger, unemployment, 
and civil war are also means of “extermination.” We are taking 
and considering odd ways of “re-educating” defeated enemies to be- 
come “peace-loving,” “democratic” and ‘‘good.” 


There should, in reason, be immediate 
Japs Already Beaten peace with Japan, since Japan is al- 
thoroughiy defeated. 


ready Whether the Japanese will fight on 
until the islands are destroyed, and many more young Americans 
are dead, depends, however, on the degree of Japanese desperation. 
Assuming that Japanese leaders are not insane—which may be a 
false assumption in a world that appears largely insane—it would 
seem that a straightforward formulation of exactly what we are 
fighting for might end the Far Eastern war. But I doubt whether 
we know, 

If we want Japan to retire from the south Pacific and sink her 
fleet; if we want to establish reasonable controls against rearmament 
(1 say “reasonable” controls, for it ean be argued that a factory 
manufacturing soap is a “potential -war asset”)—why then, I think 
we would get immediate peace. Such a peace would reduce Japan, 
and for all foreseeable time, to a fourth-rate Pacific power. But if 
we want to end Japan as any kind of power; if we insist on deciding 
what personalities shall, for an indefinite time, control her internal 
affairs; if we give reason to believe that we shall dethrone her em- 
peror~which will commit us, of course, to keep the d con- 
stantly dethroned—why then we must fight on to the bitter end of 


total collapse. 

: oat I believe thie has already been decided, 
Russian Decisions ...°ihst there ie no turning back. The 
negotiations between Chinese and Russian representatives makes it 
clear that Russia will enter the Far Eastern war. The probability 
is that in the Far East, as in Berlin and Germany, Russia will call 
the tune and set the “peace aims’—in fact, if not in propaganda. 

I do not see what the United States or Great Britain, who alone 
have fought three and a half years of this casualty-rich eastern war 
stand to gain from this.

Whenever a nation falls completely out of history, it is a los« to 
some and a gain to others of the survivors. It always radically 
changes the relative power ratio of the nations that are left. That is 
even mathematically probable. And since all power is relative, and 
we have chosen to live in a great power world, it ought to be coolly 
considered, I should think, whether the “unconditional surrender” 
of Japan will benefit the relative power position of the United 
States. None of our leaders is even willing to,attempt to demon- 
strate that it will. 

But we chose the war of illimitable—and therefore incalculable— 
objectives as far hack as Casablanca; we appear deliberately to have 
chosen not to comSider the results of our policies—although there are 
some guides in logic and history for our leaders’ minds. We began 
the war with the Atlantic Charter and will end it with no compass 
or standards whatever, in a world of chaos. We began it to “end 
war’ and shall finish it with an international armaments race be- 
tween the victors. We made it in behalf of “peace-loving nations.” 
and shall finish it with permanent conscription in the United States.

COWAN GIVES THEM BADGES, TITLES 


Young Negro Patrolman in Capital 
Works Amazing Reform With Kids

WASHINGTON, D. C., July 17. 
Less than three years ago, 
‘ington’s 13th precinct—an impov- 


erished Negro slum area known 
as “Cow Town’—waeas the police 
department's chief headache from 
the standpoint of juvenile crime.

gangs whose members spent their

time shooting out street lights, 
burglarizing homes and_ stores, 


staging robberies and fighting in 


the streets. 

Today the boy who used to hold 
the. record for 
lights holds the impressive title 
of inspector 
lights for the Junior Police and 
Citizens Corps.. Not a kid in Cow 
Town dares to damage a street 
hight now. The inspector is- plen- 
ty tough and they know it. 
AMAZING RECORD 

The 13th  precinct’s 
erime rate dropped 50 per cent 
within four months after a young 
Negro patrolman, Oliver Cowan, 
organized the Junior Police and 
Citizens’ Corps. Today the pre- 
cinct has less arrests than any 
other area in the city. Cowan per- 
formed this near-miracle single- 
handed, with no money, no build- 
ings, no outside support. 

The corps is still operating ‘on 
nothing,” as Cowan expresses it, 
but it is 10,000 strong. It began 
with only three members, young- 
sters whom Cowan caught in the 
act of light-smashing while he was 
walking his beat.

First they had a feud to settle, 
Until Cowan came along, no self- 
respecting “Oil Burner” would as- 
sociate with a member of the 
“Bone Crushers’” gang, with the 
result that when the two gangs 
met fights broke out and often 
knives appeared. 

Cowan suggested that the lead- 
ers of the two gangs get together 
and talk things over. The young- 
sters decided they would put their 
fights on a sporting basis, 
a guy was tough he could prove it 
in the ring. They fixed up an 
arena, and scheduled matches. 
That was the beginning of the 
Junior Police and Citizens’ Corps 
boxing and wrestling tournaments. 

Cowan now numbers 156 well- 
developed clubs in the corps. The 
organization has an office one 
flighth up in the rear of a Negro 
theater building, a room donated 
by the theater manager. Other 
than that, it has nothing. Each 
‘group, required to meet at least 
once a week, gathers in a home, a 
church basement, a school—any- 


where there is an available room. | 


ADULTS ONLY ADVISORS 


They make their own plans and 
decisions. Cowan and five other | 
adults serve only as advisors and | 
the youngsters “run the whole | 
show.” 

Their most recent project is a 
sports arena. 
“Cow Town” has given them the 
use of a vacant lot, which for 
years has been- a community 
dump yard and eyesore. The 
kids organized a cleanup cam- 
paign, built a platform and a 
fence, and collected all the old 
chairs they could find.

“The kids who used to Play 
hookey now have the responsibil- 
ity for getting the others to go 
to school,” Cowan explained. 
“They have to go to school them- 
selves to set the proper example. 
Leave it to the youngsters to 
solve the. problem, and they can | 
do more than all the truancy offi- 
cers in Washington.” 

The corps, many of whose mem- 
bers live in alleys and over crowd- 
ed tenements, conducted an alley 
clean-up campaign, and citations 
were presented to members who 
did the best job of cleaning up 
their neighborhoods. The inspector 
in charge of alleys makes routine 
inspections, and negligent young- 
sters are reported.

Veteran stan

WASHINGTON—tThe other day 
I felt jyst as though I'd gotten 
back into uniform and was read- 
ing over Army regulations. I was 
studying some printed stuff that 
was supposed to explain about 
disability pensions for veterans of 
this global war. 

It was just as tough as some 
of the material you had to read 
and try to understand in the serv- 
ice. But the way it looks to me 
is that there are two kinds of pen- 
sions for global war veterans. The 
first is payable if you came out 
of the service with a disability 
caused by your service or aggra- 
vated by it. The second is pay- 
able’ if you are a global war vet- 
eran and you become permanent- 
ly and totally disabled from any 
cause not service-connected. 

After the World War, disabil- 
ity payments were called com- 
pensation. For this global war, 
they are pensions. Service-con- 
nected disability pensions are pay- 
able regardless of the veterans’ 
personal income. : 

Keeping in mind, at the moment, 
just the service-connected disa- 
bility pensions, all We have to 
know is that any disapility incur- 
red in service may impair a man’s 
future ability, so he’s\entitled to 
payment for that disability. He 
won’t be able to function so well 
as a sound, healthy man. So he’s 
rated according to a scale or & 
percentage of impairment. 

That even means that, if a serv- 
iceman’s foot was badly mang#ed 
by a fall from a truck up at Camp 
Devens or by getting it caught in 
a grass cutter at Fort Bragg, his 
future efficiency would be affect- 
ed. So he would be eligible for a 
disability pension after discharge. 

Consequently, a service-connect- 
ed disability not only includes all 
purple heart @ases, but it includes 
injuries or disabling diseases con- 
tracted in line of duty. 

A Marine I know came back 
from the South Pacific to a Cali- 
fornia hospital. He was disabled 
for further service and was to be 
discharged. Two or three days be- 
fore he was to be discharged, 
the top sergeant of his casual 
company ordered all hands to re- 
port to a Veterans’ Administration 
representative who was to be on 
deck that morning. 

Every man going out of the 
service because of disability had 
to file a claim for a disability 
pension. Didn’t make any differ-

This particular leatherneck I've 
mentioned was dated to meet a 
tomato that morning downtown.

So he figured all the angles, 
but couldn’t cook up a way to get 
out of the meeting. Co uently, 
he heard but didn’t mush to 
a short talk on disability claims. 
He filled out the papers and filed 
a claim,

there in town. At least, thats 
what the Marine thinks. 


He took a month to get home te 
Philadelphia. Lots of wild oats, 
you know, in the west and middle 
west. On arrival he found 4 gov- 
ernment check for 46 bucks. He 
had a 40 per cent disability rating. 


You're asking how come he was 
40 per cent disabled and didn’t 
know it? That’s what I wondered, 
too. But is seems he had an acci- 
dent in the States before going 
overseas. Didn’t amount to much 
and it didn’t leave any disability 
noticeable at the time. 


In Guadalcanal, he got malaria 
and rheumatic fever and was in- 
valided back to the States. He 
was anxious to get out of-the hos- 
pital and didn’t realize he was 
considerably disabled. Yet the 
small disability from the accident, 
plus that left by the disease, add- 
ed up on the books to 40 per cent. 


This Marine got his first pen- 
sion check about a month after he 
filed a claim. Usually it takes 
plenty longer than a month to ex- 
tract the first disabilty check 
from the Veterans’ Administra- 
tion. At one timc, maybe as much 
as eight months or more ago, the 
V. A. was far behind in what they 
call “adjudicating claims.” In my 
language, that means “judging” or 
“rating” disability claims. 

But the V. A. says it’s about up 
to date now, so there should be 
little waiting. Consequently, vet- 
eran, if you have a disability dis- 
charge and you haven't filed a 
claim, you'll be sorry.
